I. Claims 57-64, drawn to coumarinyl-7-phosphates, classified in class 549, 
subclass 220. 

II. Claims 65-85, drawn to a method for specifically detecting and/or 
measuring the activity of an organophosphate enzyme, classified in class 
435. 

III. Claims 85-95, drawn to fluorescin phosphates, classified in class 549, 
subclass 220. 

IV. Claims 96-98, drawn to a method for specifically and selectively detecting 
and/or measuring the activity of an organophosphatase enzyme, classified 
in class 435. 

The inventions are independent or distinct, each from the other because: 

The active ingredient in Gp. I is of a narrower scope than that in the method of 
use claims. The compounds can have uses other than in the instant 
methods. See US Patent 3,457,332 to Schrader et al, cited by applicants 
in which similar coumarinyl phosphates are used as intermediates for 
fungicides. See col. 9, lines 40 and 41. 

Of course the fluorescins of Gp. Ill constitute a different art than the coumarinyl 
compounds of Gp. I. 

Another factor in favor of restriction is the very close art. 

Regardless of the Gp. elected applicants must elect a single disclosed species to 
which the claims will be limited in case no generic claim is found to be allowable 
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.Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (11) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case.
